By the Firſt of which Cha- 


racers, they are appointed neceſſary Checks upon the Maſters ; - 


by the Second, they are the ſame upon the Scholars ; and by 
the Third, they are the Rewarders of them both. 

W.hcrefore, to ſpeak of this REVEREND Bop as GOVERNORS

What 


a happy Influence muſt neceſſarily flow from the immediate In- 
ſpection of Men of JUDGMENT and AuUTHoRITY? Whilſt they 


are intereſted and afſiſting in the juſt Reproof of the Slothful; 
in the Removal of the Dull and Unprofiting; in the proper 


Encouragement of the Docile and Diligent; and in the general 
Improvement of all, of whatever Degree or Quality, who. 
ſhall at any time be brought Hither for Inſtruction in Letters? 
Beſides, how may an anxious PARENT be allow'd to rejoice at the 


Satisfaction of having placed his Sox, his Hops, his DARLING, 


exe? Where he ſhall not be ſubject to the capricious Humour, and 
Arbitrary Will of one Map only ; But is ſure of being govern'd _ 
in a free, liberal and improving manner, by the prudent inter- 
poſition and Influence of Many, who arc legally conſtituted 
Superiors and Governorus to the very MASTERS themſelwes. 
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Altho' Maſters are placed in the room of a Guardian, or even 
at a Parent, as indeed they actaally * ſhould'be : Altho” they are 
intruſted with a very extenfive Power, for the more effectual 
Exccution of their Injunctions, and the ſurer Benefit of their 
Wards: Yet ſtill they arc trail Men, and ſubject to Human In- 
firmities; And may themſelves therefore, ſometimes, ſtand in 
need of a little ſeaſonable Coercion ; concerning which, many 
uleful Remarks might be made: But as theſe would be leſs ne- 
ceſſary to my preſent Delign, I ſhall proceed. 
SECONDLY, to conſider this LEARNED Bopy as the fix d | 
EXAMINERS Of the School; And in doing this, we ſhall find | 
that the Agyantage proceeding from hence rites very high, and 
the Benefit accruing to our Studions Youth is vaſtly Great: So 
that ve may, with Propriety and good Aﬀutance, apply to this 
occaſion the Expreſſion of the Royal Pfalmiſt ; Tour Sons ſhall 
grow up here, as the Jaung Plants; i. e.

Now that this Collegiate Nurſery and Royal Foundation has | 
a manifeſt Advantage, in this reſpect, over many other Regular | 
and Publick Schools, will moſt plainly appear, by comparing 
the Preſent State of this with that of others: Which Diſquiſttion 
will inform us, that the GoveRNoRs of theſe, may, if they 
plcaſe, for Form's Sake, aſliſt at a tuperficta! Enquiry into the 
State of Grammatical Learning; They may alto be regaled 
with ELEGANCIES ; Which, through total Ignorance, or long 
Diſuſe, they have no true Reliſh for: Whereas Here, every one 
of the REVEREND VISITORS. is an approved Judge, and a diſtin- 
guiſtłd Proficient in thoſe Learned Languages, which our Youth 
0 is taught with Succeſs, under their Inſpection and Examination. 
By this uſeful Conſtitution it appears, that the f Royal Founder, 
who was eminent for his Learning, and the equally Learned 
and Pious KING CHARLES the Firlt (the Insprover of the Sta- 
tutes of this Church) had taken eſpecial Care, that Pzety and 
; = good Learning ſhould ever encreaſe and jlouriſh in this Place, 
| to the Glory of God, and to the Benefit and Ornament of the 


Com- 
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Cormon-wealth. And this admirable Injunction was further 
improved, by deſigning the School for a perpetual Nurſery to 
the Church: The Royal Founder exemplitying again the Words 
of the Pſalmiſt: Thoſe that be planted in the Houſe of the Lord 
ſhall flouriſh m the Courts of our God. And through a Con- 
courſe of Youth, who might be invited hither from all. Parts by 
theſe Encouragements ; he ſeemed to deſire, that the School, 

as well as the Church, ſhould be METROPOLITICAL. 


Theſe and many other Proviſions, eſtabliſhed here with great 


Prudence, are certain Indications to me, that this Collegiate 
School may cver continue (as all her affectionate Sons and Well- 


Wilhers do piouſly deſire) a very Flouriſhing Seminary. Nei- 


ther can our Zeal for her Welfare forbear being very much 
hcighten'd, when we conſider, How bright a Figure in the 
Learned World ſhe made, many Ages ago: In thoſe carly Days, 
the Learned and Judicious Camden ſays, 'tis incredible how 


much this ancient City flouriſbd upon the founding of this 


School; And another faithful and well-inform'd * Antiquary 


cxpreflly aſſures us, that then Canterbury was a famous Uni- 


verſity ; And I will venture to advance one Step further, and aver 
what (I think) I can fairly prove, That it was the very Firſt, 
and for tome time at Iicalt, the ONLY ENGLISH ACADEMY for 
the whole Saxon HEPTARCHY ; Being carefully modell'd by 
St. Auſtin, and his Roman Succeflors, according to the molt 
IIluſtrious Univerſity of their own Imperial City; In like man- 
ner as King SIGEBERT'S DUMMOC or CAMBRIDGE Was aftcr- 
wards raiſed upon the Plan and Diſcipline obſerved HERE, and 
N. MASTERS and PROFESSORS taken from hence. 


Now indeed, ſince it is reduced into a mere Wanne e , 


being alſo totally ſtripped of its College, that was once appro- 
priated to it; Unhappily left like a helpleſs Orphan, and deſpoil'd 
of all ACADEMICAL ENCOURAGEMENT, except only a few 
ſcanty EXHIBITIONS and flender Scholarthips ; Now, I fay, 
there is no room to hope, under theſe dejecting Circumſtances, 
that it ſhould ever be raiſed again to the fame EXALTED EMi- 
NENCE, which it ccrtainly was at a THOUSAND YEARS. ago:

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But yet ſtill, conſidering the fore-mention'd Proviſtons and i in- 
viting Advantages, I do with Submiſſion conccive, by God's 


Bleſſing, it may continue to be as well- regulated and as diſtin- 
guiſh'd a Nurſery for Grammatical Learning, as any of the moſt 
celebrated Seminaries of the Jeſuits Abroad. For I dare be 
bold to affirm, Our PROTESTANT SCHOOLS don't come behind 
THEM in any one Advantage or Convenience, abſolutely requi- 


lite for the compleat Education of our Youth except only in 


the 1ingle Article of Implicit Obedience, which is utterly incon- 


ſiſtent with that Native Freedom, they are entitled to from their 
Birth; and which ſuits as ill with the Liberty annexed to the Re- 


formed Religion, as it does with a TRUE BRITISH SPIRIT. 

I have inſiſted the longer on this Head of EXAMINATION, be- 
cauſe I eſteem it to be ot principal Concernment, to the PA- 
RENT, to the SCHOLAR, to the MASTER, to the GOVERNOR, 


and to the PUBLICK : To the PaREN T, who is hereby ſecured, 
of an Additional Care over his BELOVEp; To the YounG 


SCHOLAR, who by theſe means is oftentimes rouzed into a lauda- 


ble Emulation, and fired with a Deſire of approving himſelf to 
the Learned and Judicious ; To the MASTER, who by this very

And even HERE, I muſt crave the moſt edi Interpreta- 
tion of what I ſhall deliver under this Head, whilſt I frankly. 


ſubmit to your ſcrious Conſideration ſome ſhort Remarks con- 


cerning a New, Levelling Method of EoucaTtIoN, altogether 
unknown to former Ages, but unhappily introduced amongſt 
Us of late Years by ſome UNwary Parents, with more Ten- 
derneſs than Prudence. By which, they have affected to en- 
dear themſelves Too- much and Too-foon, to their Children. 
This ill-timed Step, this injudicious INDULGENCE has, in my 
humble opinion, been one main Foundation and Encouragement 
to many very pernicious, Evils: In as much as it has largely: 
contributed to the removing away from amongſt us, the good 


old Marks and neceſlary Reſtraints of Dur and DISTINCTION ; 


and has thereby taken away ORDER and DECENCY, - SUPERTO- 
RITY and DEPENDENCE ; Introducing in their places CoNcEIT 
and PERTNESS, ſawcy FAMILIARITY, and downright CoNTRA- 
DICTION. So that this very Indulgence has, by accident, ſtript 
the grey Hairs of their former Venerableneſs, and PARENTS of 
their juſt Obedience. 


Nay further, theſe well-meaning but blinded Directors may, 


1 fear, with too-much Truth be affirm d to lay the main Foun- 


dation of their own Children's ill Courſes, refractory Proceed- 
ings, diſobedient Manhood and immature Deaths; Whilſt they 


firſt uſe towards em too-much Indulgence, and afterwards too 


much Rigour 3 Make em much too-early their Boſom-fricnds 
and moſt intimate Companions; When they ſhould rather pre- 
ſerve, for a while longer, a due Decorum and Diſtance ; and 
ſtill keep up with Decency, the Dignity of their PATERNAL 


"AUTHORITY and that Reverential AWE; which the eternal 


Laws of God, andthoſe of Man, have inveſted them with, for 
the 
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the Eaſe of Themſelves, and the apparent Benefit of their Po- A 
ſterity. 
| The Excuſe, that may be pleaded for this fond Proceedure, 
| 1 well know, is This; — „ Left by ſeverer Treatment and ri- 
Wo « gid Diſcipline, the Fine Spirits and Bright Parts of a-pro- 
| 4 miſmg Touth ſhou'd be check'd, broken and depreſſed: As if 
the Vouth of this our SENSIBLE AGE was not forward enough 
of It (elf, and ready of its own accord, to break through the 
ſmarteſt Checks, and to force from the ſtricteſt Reſtraint ! With. 
out being inſtigated to ſuch unbecoming Liberties by thoſe very 
Perſons, wiioſe Duty it is to hold the neceſſary Reins; and 
for the manifeſt Benefit of their Unthinking Darlings, to main- 
tain the Authority of their own Experience, Knowledge and 
Foreſight, ariſing from the advantage of their Years. 
HERE, if we enquire, What has hitherto been the moſt 
uſual Effect of this ill-placed INDULGENCE ; We ſhall find, it 
has commonly amounted to This; vig. That too- many of | 
thoſe, who have been thus train'd up, have proved MEN at <3 
F1FTEEN ; FINE GENTLEMEN at EIGHTEEN ; and REBELS at 
ONE and TwenTY. Too-many, I ſaid; And, if a few Pa- 
rents only have met with theſe unhappy Diſappointments, 
Their Caſe, I am ſure, will ſufficiently juſtify the Uſe of the 
Expreſſion; Since they find too-late by fatal Experience, that 
the Freedoms I now declare againſt, being fondly and injudt- 
ciouſly allow'd, do naturally produce too-great a Familiarity ; 
which ſoon begets in Perſons of quite a different Age, Taſte 
and Paſſions, firſt a mean Opinion, Diſlike and Contempt of 
their diſagrecable MoNIT ORS; And from thence eaſily pro- 
ceeds, not only an Impatience of Controul, or even of good 
Advice from them; But a deſire of Recriminating alſo, and a 
tacit pleaſure in expoſing them. And when matters are arri- 
ved at this Height, tis no wonder at all, if the Hoary HEAD 
be ridiculed by the BEaRDLEss Boy ; Or that the Vivacity of 
Unbridled Youth employs the ſmarteſt of its Talents, in ſet- 
ting off with Deriſion, the Infirmities of poor Old Age; Eſpe- 
cially, if the over-weening Imprudence of the One has ever 
made the Other (Who was to be denied Nothing) witneſs to 
any 
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any Weakneſs : and moſt el pecially, if to any Criminal Ex- 
ceſſes. 

Notwithſtanding what has been here ſaid, with great Plain- 
neſs and an honeſt Freedom, I would not be miſunderſtood, 


as if I appear'd an Advocate for the Obſolete Diſcipline and 


old Tyrannical Rigours of ſtern King HAR RT's Days. No! 


I now am, and (T hope) ever was, as much an enemy to all 


Unneceſſary Severities, as the moſt tender Parent can poſſibly 
be; Being very ſenſible, that fine Parts and Excellent Endow- 


happily fallen into Another; and by exploding Diſcipline, we 


are run into Licentiouſneſs.
